CRIME AND CASUALTY. 

" Upon a rising ground, west of the depot, 
stands a long, low nondescript wooden 
building that one might mistake for the 
barn of a New Jersey farmer, only, asa 
rule, New Jersey barns are very superior in 
their external appearance to Edison's iab 
oratory. There is nothing in rticular 
to sdistinguish the straggling |ittie vil- 
lage from any other, except that the 
green fields in the vicinity are laid 
out with wathematical rows of what ap- 
year to be lamp-posts, which are 50 or 60 
leet apart. and constructed of white pine 
timber Each is crowned with a giass Lu'b 
at least six inches in diameter, like the top 
heavy helmet ef an Austrian hussar; and 
as there is a perfect army of them, one 
wonders at first glance why Menlo park 
should be provided with this very remark- 
able array of awkward sentinels. They 
muster about a thousand in all, each 
properly fitted with electrical conductors, 
and waiting for the carbon loops to be 
lighted. Although, at present there is a 
lull in popular discussion of the electric 
light, Edison is preparing for the gevera!l 
introduction of bis lamp, and believes that 
it will bein use i» a large sec’ion of this 
city before December closes.

In this connection, the report of the 
committee appointed at the semi-annucl 
meeting of the state azricultural society 
at Cuthbert to examine into the merits 
of the attachment, is of considerable in-) 
terest. The committee visited the estab- 
lishment of Messrs. T. A. Barnes & Co. 
at Senoia. They found the Clement at- 
tachment working successfully, and fol- 
lowed it carefully through every process 
from seed cotton to No. 10 thread ready 
for market. The motive power is sup- 
plied by a steam engine standing some 
two hundred feet away. The machinery 
occupies a two-story building 30 by 45 
feet. On the upper floor is a cleaner 
through which the cotton isrun. It is 
next weighed in draughts of 23 pound® 
each and placed upon the feeder, from 
which it passes through a trough 
directly into the gin  -which 
stands upon the first floor. A 65 saw 
gin, making about 150 revolutions per 
minute, delivers the lint to a brush from 
which it passes into the cards and thence 
through machinery similar to that used 
in all cotton manufacturing establish- 
ments, Mr. Barnes uses the best and 
latest improved machinery, manuiac- 
tured by the Bridesburg manufacturing 
company, Philadelphia. Everything ex- 
cept building and engine cost him, when | 
ready to start, $4,000.' A ten horse power 
engine is ample for the running of all the 
machinery. The attachment uses 500 
pounds of seed cotton in twelve hours 
and produces 150 pounds of yarn, worth 
about 18 cents per pound. Eight hands 
are needed for all purposes at a total 
cost of $4.50 per day. Ten per cent of 
the cotton goes to waste, but it is 
then worth half price. By a caréful 
estimate, including interest, insurance at 
three per cent, wear of machinery, and 
all running expenses, Mr. Barnes has as 
a net profit on his investment, a little 
over $3 per day of twelve hours. He 
finds it. to his advantage to work two sets 
of hands and"run day and night,. which 
he is now doing, at a profit of between 
six and seven dollars per day, abdve 7 
per cent interest on the money invested 
and all expenses, necessary to make 
thread from seed cotton.
